Three other grants are for Tor- j 
onto General's expansion fund,] 

Northwestern General Hospital ; 
and the Humber Memorial Hos- j 
pital in Weston. The committee 
recommended cuts in all. 
. . Chairman Reeve Stewart Rob- j 
ertson of Forest Hill told county j 
council that since 1944 the county 
had contributed $825,00 in capital j 
grants to 12 hospitals in the 
county and city. 

"We are not against hospitali- 
zation but we are concerned with 
the 19*52 budget," said Reeve 
Thomas Carter of Long Branch. 
'These hospital grants are tre- 
mendous. 

"You would be concerned if 
the budgets of other county de- 
partments v/ere this high. Mem- 
bers should see the entire finan- 
cial burden that v/ill have to be 
borne -this year before passing 
'these recommendations," he said.

The principal spea- 
ker of the evening wan Watson 
Porter, editor nf the Fanners* 
Advocate and Canadian Country- 
man. 

Iteeve Arthur Kvans of New- 
market, president of the Author- 
ity, took the chair, introducing 
to the meeting Major II. A. Hirh- 

ardson, chief engineer of the 
department of lands and forests, 
who spoke briefly. 

Lome I*. Kvans, who intro- 
duced the chief speaker, said he 
was deeply interested in the fut- 
ure of the new Conservation 
Authority and wished it well* He 
had known Mr. Porter for some 
years and was happy to welcome 
him to Aurora. He believed 
they would learn a great deal 
from one who had a long and 
practical knowledge of his sub- 
ject. 
Points From The Address 

Mr. Porter, who spoke for three 
quarters of an hour, covered a 
wide range of conservation data. 
Describing the new Authority, he 
pointed out that it consisted of 
five municipalities; Newmarket, 
Aurora. King, Whitchurch and 
East Gwillimhury. 

The speaker emphasized the 
importance of making a close 
study of the watershed which 
would now be controlled by the 
newly-created Authority, and to 
"get jjoing on the work." Close 
■tudy should be made of the 
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For expenses purposes the Con- 
servation Authority had power to 
make an assessment on the muni- 
cipalities. 

Mr. Porter stated that soil con- 
servation in the United States 
had, it was claimed, increased 
yields by 20 percent. 

Mr. Porter said that swamps 
should he kept in their natural 
.-state. They should he rctaiued, 
not drained. Heforestation should 
be encouraged; farmers shouJd 
he advised of the need of restor- 
ing their mill ponds. '•Nature/' 
he said "provides 35 percent pre- 
cipitation^ and man needs to do 
the rests" ', 

The speaker indicated the 
greater understanding that had 
taken place in the Inst hundred 
years of the nature of soil and its 
preservation. Conservation was a 
long-term, unspectacular under- 
taking, and was a problem not 
of years but of decades..

Mr. Porter, who spoke rapidly 
and almost entirely without the 
aid of notes, received hearty ap- 
plause, fronj liis listeners at the 
conclusion of Ids? informed ad- 
dress.

Such classes can be arranged in 
almost any subject if there are 
enough "students" who will at- 
tend.

Classes can be started at any 
time and in any subject. The 
only requirement Is enough In- 
terested to make a sufficiently ~ 
large class to reduce the cost of 
Instruction.

I century appears very nebulous, 

but in the back of an ancient 
minute book there has been 
found evidence of an early or- 
ganization in the township, and 
in this had been transcribed the 
"Records of Ear Marks for Sheep. 
Cattle and Hogs?* 

The census returns of 1804 re- 
port a population of 225 persons 

for East Gwillimbury, and in 

1 309 Upper Canada contained 
80,000 inhabitants. For the 
Home District the Court of Quar- 
ter Sessions has recorded the 

following as constables for East 

Gwillimbury: 1804, Isaac Kitely; 
1806, I^onard Willson; 1809, 
Humphrey Finch; 1811, George 
Hill. % Irt 1805 the Home District 
was divided, and East Gwillim- 
bury was placed in the northern 
division. This same court records 
that in 1823 East Gwillimbury 
had 30 houses of two stones each, 
7 grist mills, 4 saw mills, 3 stores, 
21 G oxen. 

An assessment inventory of 
1834 has recently come to light 
in which is listed the early names 
in East Gwillimbury, and a num- 
ber in the vicinity of Sharon 
are of especial interest. The 
wealth of the settlement has 
been catalogued under the head- 
ings; cultivated and uncultivated 
acres, square timber houses, one 
and two stories, fireplaces, frame 
houses, one and two stories, grist 
nulls with number of stones, 
saw mills, mercnant shops, store 
houses, horses, oxen, cattle, 
pleasure wagons. :

Roads Petition 

The roads continued to be ab- 
ominable; the taxes were paid to 
tiie magistrates who used the 
money where they saw fit in- 
stead of where the settler ex- 
pected some improvement for his 
money. Many years later a pe- 
tition from the ratepayers was 
presented to council asking for 
improvement of the road to the 
extent of six pounds. This was 
a stretch of travel from the Sel- 
by Hill to Elias Doan's corner, 
which was notoriously bad. The 
petition was signed by Jeremiah 
Graham, Robert Weddel, William 
Sol by, David Doan, Oliver Doan. 
William Reid, Sr. and Jr., George 
Brammer, William Seaman, Wil- 
liam Willson. 

It is suggested from records of 
185! that Hiram Moore had been 
a recent clerk, for in that year 
he had petitioned the council 
that his services as clerk had not 
been sufficiently paid. The 
council of 1854 consisted of: 1st 
warden, Reuben Powell; 2nd 
warden. R. T. Willson; 3rd war- 
den, Henry Stiles; 4th war- 
den, Jessie Doan; 5th warden, 
George Holborn. The clerk at 
that time was Hugh D. Willson 
who took the oath re the assess- 
ment roll. Court of Revision, be- 
fore Moses Knight and Job 
Hughes. 

Steam Railway 

Mid the changes which were 
taking place, none was bolder in 
conception than that of a steam 
railway from Toronto to connect 
bakes Ontario, Simcoe and Hu- 
ron. A meeting was held in 
Sharon to consider the pros and 
cons of East Gwillimbiiry's share 
In financing the project. A vote 
was taken al this meeting which' 
empowered the council to invest 
0,000 pounds. The landholders 
of East Gwillimbury were not 
pleased with the result of this 
vote; they declared it not repre- 
sentative of the taxpayers of 
feosi Gwillimbury, ns railway 
delegates had attended and had 
voted. 

They also considered the . hole 
scheme to be uncertain, and that 
the interest on such a large 
amount of money would make 
the taxes oppressive. Their ob- 
jections were presented in peti- 
tions praying the council to de- 
clare this "majority vote"* void, 
and to reduce the amount voted 
to 4.000 pounds. These petitions 
were signed by "solid citizens". 
No date can be found on them, 
hut subsequent . events place 
them previous to 11152.

So much for this Christmas. 
The prospects for the next are 
bleak. The rise in paper costs 
must reflect on those Christmas 
cards, while the threatened cuts 
in steel for home use must have 
their effects. 

The opening of our new post 
office has released the publicly- 
owned Memorial Hall— the only 
large hall in the town. The ori- 
ginal post office was bombed, 
hence the use of the hall for that 
purpose. To put the hall into 
good order is going to cost a lot 
of money, and there are sighs 
that the council is uncertain of 
which side of the .fence to fall.

We are indebted to Mr. Ern- 
est Winter for bringing in a 
copy of the secretary's minutes 
of the Newmarket Agricultural 
Society and dated 3839.

The first entry reads: "At a 

meeting of gentlemen interest- 
ed in the agricultural improve- 
ment of this district, it was re- 
solved that in furtherance of 
this object, the following gei£ 
tlemen were appointed a com- 
mittee to cany it into effect: 
MessrsvW.. Roe, Thos. Hender- 
son,^ John Glubine, James Cam- 
eron, George Simpson, James 
Pearson, Isaac Lundy, Rev. W. 
Ritchie and F. S. Penrose, sec- 
retary. The date was July 4, 

1839." ---.; .: 

A week later, the Newmarket 
Agricultural Society was for- 
mally organized with James 
Pearson as president, Isaac 
Lundy, .vice-president, William 
Roe, treasurer, and F. S. Pen- 
rose, secretary. 

Among the resolutions pass- 
ed at the first meeting was one 
setting the membership fee at 
ten shillings for the first year 
and five shillings thereafter. 
Another resolution read: That 
a fine of five shillings be im- 
posed upon any of the members 
introducing politics during any 
of the society's proceedings. 

With the Mackenzie rebellion 
only two years past, we supr 
pose Ihis last resolution was 
essential to any gathering 
where politics were the least 
concern.

POLICE AMBULANCE SERVICE 

The case of the marsh fanner who after being hit 
by a car, lay on the roadside an hour before an ambu- 
lance arrived illustrates again the need to incorporate 
within the provincial police services an ambulance 
service as well. There is the possibility that the unfor- 
tunate farmer might have lived had he reached hospital 
earlier. ". : j. ": 

Accident victims are dependent upon ambulance 
service from nearby towns. If the ambulance is not 
available, there is not always an alternate means of 
taking him to the nearest hospital, Frequently, the 
police carry injured to nearest medical aid, but the 
cruisers are not always practical for seriously hurt. 

Is there any reason, apart from its cost, why an 
ambulance cannot be kept at provincial police head- 
quarters? Or possibl}', police cruisers might be re- 
equipped so that their rear seats could be converted into 
a bed for carrying seriously injured. 

The advantages are immediate. Word of an ambu- 
lance's need could be quickly sent It would always 
be available and with a man to drive it. It would have 
the advantage of ihe police radio system- 
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WHAT'S WRONG? 

The national farm radio forum discussed on Monday 
night the question: "What is wrong with farm organi- 
zations?" We have heard of many replies to this 
question, ranging from a simple "nothing is wrong" to 
a catalogue of evils which would startle the devil. Our 
own contribution is that of all the difficulties farm 
organizations labor under, the worst is that their mem- 
bei-s, in common with members of many non-farm organ- 
izations, are not sufficiently experienced in orderly 
discussion or parliamentary procedure. 

A public organization usually tries to act in a 
manner which is considered most democratic. Members 
are given as much leeway as time permits. Unfortun- 
ately, there is not one in a hundred members who is 
able to get up, state his case briefly and factually, and 
sit down. The whole workings of free exchange of 
opinions in a large group depends upon brevity. But 
how often is this observed? Too frequently, a speaker 
with a minor point holds the floor until time is exhausted 
while those with serious issues to br i n g before the 
gathering bite their nails in frustration. 

Too often the gathering of an organization is 
seized upon by a speaker as the opportunity for him 
to display his self importance, while his audience is 
obliged, by all the laws of courtesy, to sit there help- 
lessly. Too often ill-propared opinions, half-baked 
ideas, are thrown to the audience and in the resultant 
endless bickering, more time is wasted.

These rules, based on common sense, are only practical 
when those to whom they apply exercise some self 
responsibility and censor their own contributions. A 
measure of self restraint, among members, an awareness 
that others have something to say, and a willingness 
to say it would revitalize many organizations, farm 
or otherwise, which are now only shadows of what 

they could be. 

WHITCHURCH VOICE HEARD IN OTTAWA 

Some montlis ago, following a level crpssing acci- 
dent in Whitchurch township, a nearby farmer, Jhv 
Mel McMillan, dropped into the "office to see if we would 
publicize the condition of some of the district level 
crossings. He maintained that many were hazardous; 
that while safe enough in horse and buggy days, in an 
age of high speed transport, they were no longer 
adequate. 

We followed this up with editorials and news stories 
with no apparent reaction except a growing awareness 
among our readers that this condition existed. In the i 
meantime, the Whitchurch Federation of Agriculture 
passed a resolution asking that some action be taken 
and forwai'ded it to the township council which in turn, 
sent it on to Ottawa. Still no action was taken. 

Then, at the York County Federation of Agricul- 
ture, Mr. McMillen presented a resolution asking that 
action be taken to make the crossings safer. It was 
passed and forwarded to the provincial federation. 
Last week, we had a news report that the provincial 
body had passed the resolution and it was now on its 
way to the national group. Having reached Ottawa, 
there is presumably every chance that the board of 
transport commissioners or some other appropriate 
group, will be presented with this resolution and this 
time, with the accumulated weight of opinion behind it, 
there is every , chance now that some action will be 
taken. 



I visited Stallanprang Blig- 
gins, Slim's retired air race pi- 
lot cousin, in his workshop last 
Thursday.

Stallanprang is that type of 
man. He invents at will. They 
say that he is such a bear for 
detail that he even measures 
the cream for his coffee with a 
graduated beaker. I have wit- 
nesses to swear that he takes 
the diameter of a new hat with 
a pair of calipers beforehe will 

buy it. 

The noted airman-inventor 
was measuring an engine bear- 
ing with his "Handy-Jiffy" 
pocket size micrometer when I . 
entered his workshop at Oak 
Ridges last Thursday. "Oath 
upon oath to the obscene thing 
anyway," cried Stallanprang. 
"She's n* a thou* out, spitoo." 

Obviously some Shake- 
spearean blasphemy, I thought 
to myself, attempting to recol- 
lect such a quotation as "She's 
in and thou are out " 

So, "S'blood!" I cried, know- 
ing of no other quotation mom- 
entarily appropriate. "But I 
am in, and here to pay thee a 
visit, thou clout," I ad libbed. 

Stallanprang put down his 
micrometer and eyed me pecu- 
liarly over his bi-foeals. "What 
in the divil is troubling yer 
t'day, gas on the stomach?" * 

."I just thought I would drop 
down and see how your work 
was coming along and thought 
you might fix this vacuum 
cleaner while I'm here," I 
said; picking up an old piece of 
pipe out of curiosity. 

"Put down that inverse ra- 
tion overhead tortional dimnits- 
rod!" cried Stallanprang. "Do 
you want to ruin my project al- 
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together? Now don't move and 

stand there till I found out how 

many thou' out this'n here thing 
is here."

Mayor Rose welcomed Mr. A.

He had, 
he stated, also invited chairman, 
Mr. Underbill, but he had ex- 
pressed the opinion that Mr. 
Cousins and Mr.. Stoddart could 
answer all the questions that 
were necessary, 

ytijg. Stoddart stated that the 
rink's operations had not cost the 
citizens one cent, and chal- 
lenged statements that had ap- 
peared in "the Newmarket 
paper." (Presumably Mr. Stod- 
dart was referring to a letter 
that appeared in Aurora News 
Pages Irom Mr. T. F. Swindle, 
which -was published on Decem- 
ber 13,. 1951. Mr. Stoddart did 
not, however, specify what state- 
ments he challenged. We shall 
deal further with this matter in 
our next issue. Editor.) 

Mr. Couiins said that broad- 
ly speaking, an intake of some 
$15,000 was required to make 
anything like a profit on opera- 
tion and that figure was not 
reached last year. 

Councillor Murray said that 
the man on the street was very 
concerned on the matter of the 
rink and wanted the fullest in- 
formation possible. He made a 
strong plea for free skating on 
Sundays, and was supported by 
Councillors Corbett and Tucker. 

Mayor Rose referred to a mo- 
tion that had been passed when 
he was formerly on council, to 
the effect that no fees should be 
charge. If that were so he sug- 
gested the rink committee had 
no authority to charge member- 
ship fees. 

Mr. Cousins stated that the 
commission had given the mat- 
ter very careful consideration 
before making the decision to 
charge fees, and although he 
himself was in favor of charging 

fees not all the members of the 
commission were similarly mJnd- 
ed. He wanted that made clear. 
It emerged that a total mem- 
bership subscription of only 
some $253 had resulted from the 
decision to charge fees. 

Town Beatitittcation 

Mr. Harry Corner appeared 
before council with suggestions 
for n town beautification scheme. 
He suggested that evergreen 
trees to the number of 5,000 
should be planted, and these 
would cost the town nothing 
beyond the labor of planting 
them. He suggested further 
that the town should budget 
$1,000 for the upkeep of the 
parks, and that a man be appoint- 
ed from the month of May until 
October for the sole work of 
looking after them* ; 
Park's Commission ■ 

With reference to ^Jr. Cor- 
ner's recommendations, Mayor 
Rose thought it might lie a good 
-idea if a Park's commission were 
set up. On this suggestion Reeve 
Cook advised that caution be ex- 
ercised, since there was always 
the danger of setting up too 
many commissions. Costs, said 
the reeve, generally come back 
to council, with the work being 
carried out by town workmen. 

To the suggestion that work 
might begin at the south end of 
the town, Councillor Corbett 
testily enquired why it was al- 
ways considered necessary to 
start there? "Why not begin at 
the north end git; town," he ask- 
ed. 

Councillor Tucker suggested 
that letters be sent out Inviting 
what measure of co-operation 
might be expected from organ- 
izations already in existence in' 
town. Members of council should 
not be expected to carry tho 
whole load, he declared. Fur- 
ther discussion was resolved in 
a motion on the lines of Council- 
lor Tucker's suggestion. 



^PESSIMIST GALLS ONUS 

Welhad a pessimist in the office 'the other day. 
He worcr.no downcast look. Indeed he looked a happy 
man ang ; seemed like one as he chuckled and threw 
merry charges across oar desk from a chair opposite 
to the one we occupied. But his laughter did not deceive 
us. We have lived too Joqg to mistake dissimulation* 

'The trouble with Aurora," he was saying, "is 
that the same men belong to nearly all the chief organi- 
zations," mentioning three by name. "There's no 
variety of ideas for the reason that the same ideas are 
brought to each meeting by the same men. You go 
here and you go there, and what do you see? The same 

faces around at each gathering." . 

We were prepared to listen and to iearn, remem- 
bering the old adage that a silent tongue will sometimes 
make a wise head. So without any encouragement from 

us, other than a somewhat non-committal "Is that so?", 
the pessimist proceeded to unload himself of his fully- 
ripened beefs. 

"Why even the population of Aurora is 300 less 
than they said it was. They say Aurora is bursting 
at the seams, and that we'll have to annex more land. 
it's plain ridiculous. One of our chief factories is at 
.a standstill, and another's holding out with a skeleton 
staff. It's time we stopped ranting about a bigger 
Aurora and tried to improve the one we have here and 
now. Keeping town expenses down would be one way 
of helping. Another way would be to cut down the Big 
Talk." 

We smoked our pipe and listened. Having added 
a few unprintable remarks, the pessimist rose from the 
chair and took his leave, saying as he left: "Mind you, 
Aurora is a good town, and I'm all for it." 

No harm, we thought, could come of publishing 
a few .extracts from the talk of one outspoken citizen.

"THE IMMORTAL MEMORY" 

That is the toast that will be drunk tomorrow even- 
ing, January 25, in assemblies gathered in all parts of 
the civilized world to honor the memory of Robert Burns, 
who was born on January -25, 1759, 193 years ago. 
After the passage of nearly 200 years since his birth 
in the little village of Alloway, near Ayr, Scotland, his 
memory has not faded nor grown dim. * 

On the contrary. There .are probably more Burns 
Societies in existence today than ever before. What 
is the secret of this continuing loyalty to a name? 
Wherein lies its magic? On January 13, 1787, Burns 
was proclaimed "Caledonia's Bard" at one of the most 
distinguished meetings of Freemasons ever held in the 
ancient hall of St. Andrew's lodge, Edinburgh. 

Six months previous to that historic occasion Burns 
was preparing to leave Scotland, with the help of 
friends, to take a position as bookkeeper on an estate 
in Jamaica. He had gotten himself into such a mess 
of domestic trouble, in consequence of his" irresponsible 
morals, that no other way of escape seemed possible. 

It was just prior to his impending departure that 
lie wrote his celebrated "The Farewell" to the breth- 
ren of the ancient St. James's lodge, Tarbolton, of which 
Burns was the worshipful master at the early age of 
four and twenty. 

On July 20, 1786, a small book of poems and rhymes 
was published by John Wilson of Kilmarnock entitled, 
"Poems Chiefly in the Scottish Dialect, by Robert 
Burns," to be sold at three shillings per copy. In the 
six months that elapsed between the publication of the 
small volume and Burns' appearance in St. Andrew's 
lodge, Edinburgh, its author had become the most 
famous man in Scotland. 
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Here is another outstanding fact concerned with 
the subject of the 'immortal Memory": More books 
have been written on Robert Burns than on any other 
subjects except two; namely, the sacred subject of 
Christ, and Napoleon Bonaparte. 

To the Burns cottage at Alloway pilgrims go in 
their thousands year by year. On the last occasion 
that this writer visited the cottage more than 30.000 
visitors had signed their names in the space of a few 
months. » u rns is, indeed, Scotland's most alluring 
commercial asset. His name evokes a far more subtle 
appeal than the "honnie, bonnie banks of Loch Lomond." 

In spite of this immense, cosmopolitan appeal sur- 
rounding the name of Robert Burns, we wonder how 
many of his ..poems are read today? What do they know 
of Burns who know only the haggis and the festive 
table on the evening of January 25? A three shillings' 
blue-bound, uncut copy of the poems that John Wilson 
published at Kilmarnock on July 20, 1786, has sold for 
as much as §5,000. But how many people today read 
A?Mo|>y? ^^^^^1,1(1^^; 

AVIiy then docs his name survive? Why, for that 
; matter/does the nome of Lady Godlva survive? Thesfc

We hope the Burns devotees will have a happy 
evening with the pipers and the haggis, and enjoy the 
friendship that goes with the toast of the "Immortal 
Memory".

W. Mills and Mr. Keith Nisbet, of 
the Aurora planning board. Reeve 
Cook, Councillor Tucker, Mr. 
Lome P. Evans, Mr. W. Adams 
and, of course, Mr. Harold Prin- 
gle representing Aurora on the 
Holland River Authority. There 
were representatives from other 
municipalities, including Reeve 
Evans of Newmarket, president 
of the Authority, and Mr. Wesley 
Brooks, town clerk of Newmar- 
ket and the secretary-treasurer of 
the Authority. 

The point we want to make, 
however, is the absence of the 
general public, so that as far as 
the meeting we reported is con- 
cerned it was far from showing 
any signs of being "a people's 
movement". It may be that the 
name, "Conservation Authority", 
is too chilling, and consequently 
too unattractive, to make an op- 
peal to the public in general. 
Apparently sonic colorful evan- 
gelistic work will have to be 
undertaken by those who fully 
understand the subject in order 
to entice the public to future 
meetings. 

Hockey Enthusiast 

It was our pleasure a few'even- 
>ugs ago to meet that Newmar- 
ket hockey enthusiast, George 
Byers, of Geer and Byers. The 
name of Mr. George Byers was, 
of course, well-known to us; but 
until the above meeting we had 
no personal knowledge of that 
most likeable and dynamic per- 
sonality. 

To our regret wc do not know 
many Newmarket citizens. A 
few merchants and lawn bowlers 
and our list of acquaintances is 
complete; Until we shook hands 



with Mr. Wesley Brooks at the 
Conservation Authority meeting 
wc attended and reported, we had 
not met anyone connected with 
the Newmarket town council. At 
this moment of writing we would 
not know a single member of 
that town council if we passed 
him on the street. 

Before we have a word or two

with the hub of the 
Commonwealth. Early tomorrow 
morning we are flying to Ham- 
burg to begin our week's stay in 
Europe. After two days in Wes- 
tern Germany we will motor to 
Copenhagen for a three-day so- 
journ in Denmark and then fly 
to Stockholm for two days in 

Sweden. Back again then to 
London. 

My two companions, 18-year- 
old Eugene Timbers of Milliken, 
and Norman Tyndall, 24, of Rich- 
mond Hill, and I checked in less 
than three hours ago so we 
haven't had much chance to see 
anything of the city — except the 
brief glimpses from the taxi as 
we drove from Waterloo station 
to Marble Arch. 

It may be my imagination, but 
even the traffic sounds different 
over here. It has a muted qual- 
ity. The "hoot-toots" of the cabs 
and cars and the rumble of the 
buses do not seem to have the 
ear-piercing pitch peculiar to 
Nov/ York. Street cars— or trams 
as I must now refer to them — are 
used only in some of the older 
sections of the city and in a few 
of the suburbs. 

Bouble-Ilfcker Buses 

The giant double-decker buses 
of the London Transport Board 
have greatly impressed Norman 
and Eugene. Their first com- 
ment was: "Why don't we have 
them in Canada?" They were 
even more impressed when our 
taxi driver told them the street 
cars were also douhle-deckcrs. 
It does seem a logical method of 
moving more people at one time 
than running two single-decker 
buses or trams. 

As you know from our last 
letter we v/ere two days behind 
schedule when we left New York. 
The "Queen Mary" had been de- 
layed on her previous runs by 
Atlantic storms. When the 
weather cleared on the third day 
out we all hoped that she would 
be able to make up time, but 
unfortunately it did not turn out 
that way. 

On our third day out 1 held a 
telephone conversation with our 
host-to-be in England, the Esso 
Petroleum Co. Ltd. And that 
was quite a thrill, sitting aboard 
this giant of the oceans, 1,500 
miles from the nearest land and 
talking by radio-phone to Frank 
Ellis in his office at Queen Anne's 
Gate, London. The reception was 
so clear that he might just have 
been on a lower deck. Arrange- 
ments were made then to cut 
short our anticipated two-day 
stay in !>»ndon and leave almost 
immediately for West Germany. 

Norman has two great desires: 
to fly the route of the Air Lift 
into Berlin and a quick trip he- 
hind the Iron Curtain. It seems 
that I will have to k<:<-(> a close 
eye on him. The Rutins in 
Bast Germany might iv t appreci- 
ate that his uninvited presence 
was prompted only by an interest 

in agriculture. 

Strange Impressions 
It is strange the things that 

impress people. Some of our 
American fellow-travellers found 
great humor in the fact that the 
English and European passengers 
left their shoes outside their 
stateroom doors. Even when it 
was explained that they were left 
simply for denning it caused n 
lot of merriment. 

In our innocence wo early fell 
afoul of a steward. We asked for 
the key to our stateroom. The 
little steward was obviously in- 
sulted and in a voice that almost 
cut us to rihbons replied: "There 
are no keys, sir. Nothing has 
ever -been stolen 011 Mill boat" 

Norman, I think, should hove 
been a newspnpermnn. He <jU> 
dilutes in the most amazing fash- 
ion find in the six short days we 
were aboard accumulated a fund 
of agricultural knowledge that 
seisms to cover most of the 4(1; 
states. Eugene spent « lot of his 
time In the company of n large 
gentleman from Georgia nnd it 
was to he expected that one day 
he would say: "You-all Is ready 
for breakfast? 1 '. 

Friday was a dny of grcri.t dis- 
appoint mnnt for ninny on hoard. 
We had moved into the Channel 
and had expected to dock at 
Cherl>ourg, France, We missed 
high tide and had In wait 12 
hours to got in. Some of the 
servicemen's wives aboard, who 
had expected to meet their bin;* 
hands en shore, broke Into tears. 

Norman didn't shed a tear; he 
said he wouldn't care if a strong 
wind came along and blew us 
down to Portugal, Life on the 
"Queen Mary" was too short for 
him. Eugene, with less salt 



water in his blood, laconically 
remarked: 'iM like a day's plow- 
ing for a change.** 

However, the delay was dis- 
appointing and we didn't get into 
Southampton until Sunday. 
There was less than an hour's 
I wait for our train — electric in- 
cidentally — which sped us rap- 
idly to Waterloo station on the 
hanks of the Thanies. From the 
station we could see the dome of 
St. Paul's Cathedral across the 
river to our east, shining in., the 
wintry sun. The difference and 
bustle of the station was confus- 
ing, but we found it a pleasant 

novelty to step from the train on- 
to a platform instead of down to 

track level. All stations in Eng- 
land are constructed in that man- 
ner. 

The boys found the high- 
mounted English taxis, with the 
driver blocked off from his pas- 
sengers, very amusing. Both sug- 
gested that it must be a little 
chilly for the cabbie, but he re- 
plied: "Nab! Yer gets used ter 
it/' 

And so to bed. 

Tomorrow we have to be up 
early. We leave Northolt airport 
at 7.30 a.m. Our next letter will 
be from "Somewhere in Europe". 
All the best from all the plowmen 
to all of you.

Previously, there had 
been similar revelations concerning box* 
ing and football, and the regular routine of knavery in horse- 
racing eircles. 

But few citizens thought the filthy hand of the fUer 
could ever invade collegiate circles. And even fewer good 
citizens stopped to think that in tbe final analysis, they 
themselves, the good citizens, were largely to blame. 

You can hear the Good Citizens cry in horror. "Who, ME?** 

And the answer 1st "Yes, YOU." 
/■ ror the Good Citizen of the United States, Canada, and 
everywhere else, bets on games. He bets, of course, In a 
Spirit of Innocent fun. lie wouldn't, for the world, try to 
"fix" a game, but he unwittingly contributes to a structure 
whereby games conceivably could be fixed. 

: Just why a substantial citizen cannot enjoy football, hockey 
or basketball games without betting on the outcome, is not 
quite clear. It demonstrates a degeneracy in the appreciation 

i ofcsjjorts, whether amateur or professional, a search for a 
tteill #e contest itself does not provide 
., . But people bet, and the urge to net is not necessarily 
. evil*, -flujfc we'd say that if you feel an irresistible stimulus 
to bet, make it a private deal with a friend for a hat, a round 
■ jftf' #lnks.. :a dinner, a hand-painted necktie, or §50 in coin 
of the realm. j 

1 But don't place it in a commercial booth. That's where 
the possibility of an "arrangement" creeps in. Keep it pri- 
vate and personal, among friends whosre integrity you know, 
(and make it modest. 

It fc* ail well and good to scorn the characters who did 
the fixing in the scandals uncovered in American sport. They 
are pretty loathsome creatures, and fortunately in Canada, 
we've had little or nothing of such things, certainly nothing 
that would even faintly cloud our collegiate sports picture, 
nor our football, or hockey, or basketball. Hut the same 
developments as came to U?ht in the United States* are 
possible hi Canada too. And it Is the amateur wagers, piling
